WINNOW OUT THE CHAFF

HE Wisconsin assembly has gone on record with a long his- 
tory in opposition to labor. Seldom has a session of the 


legislature passed, but that the workmen and working women 
could see some advance. Not so at this session 1 There have 
been a few amendments to the workmen's compensation law that 
were good, but these were forced down the throat of the assem- 
bly, backed by a conference report of employers and employes, 
approving the bills. 


When it came to the hours of labor question is where a Stal- 


wart legislature shines and the Wisconsin assembly will go into 
history as a dark pillar blocking advances which the word at the 
peace table said must come—come because they were right. 


The most recent performance of the assembly has been the, 


killing of the Masiakowski bill for an eight hour day for women 
in manufacturing establishments. 
Through both houses of the 


legislature this bill wended its troublesome way. It was finally 
in the enrolling room ready to go to the governor's table. Only 
a few people were attending the assembly. 
One of the oppon- 


ents represented that the bill was so restrictive that it should 
not go into effect until Jan. 1, 1920. 
Manufacturers should 


have an opportunity to adjust themselves to the change. That 
seemed fair. So the friends of the bill permitted the recall of 
the measure to make the amendment. 


But the enemies of the bill had no such motive in recalling 


the bill. First an amendment was incorporated to help a local 
printing establishment notorious for years in wanting long hours 


r.ot only for men but for women. 


The enemies of the bill were on hand. A score of friends of 


the measure were gone. Here was an opportunity that could 
not be missed. They had the power to kill the bill and they kill- 
ed it. 
Killed'it without the consent of the senate, which only 


permitted the recall of the bill on the understanding that the 
recall of the measure "was for the purpose of amendment." 
Breach of faith I—little things like that don't worry the assem- 


bly. 


It will be a wholesome thing for Wisconsin when the women 


have the right to use the ballot. Then will the names of those 
legislators who press the women of this state to the last ditch 
on the hours of labor problem be known. Then will it bt odious 
to lobby against the true interests of women. 


Into the next campaign should go the women with, the roll 


calls of the men who voted against Jhem—who spoke bitterly 
on the floor against the industrial commission because it has or- 
dered a living wage for women. 


All the powers of publicity which the men and women of 


this state can command should be turned like a spotlight on the 
membership of this assembly. That the next legislature would 
find that the chaff had been winnowed from the wheat.

What is the factory called wherein the union seeks to'dictate who shall 


be employed, how efficiency shall be panalized, and how the ambitious work- 
er's wage may be kept down to .the level of the man who perf orms as little 
labor as he can get away with? 


This is called the closed shop. 
What is the term applied to the factory where men are employed ac- 


cording to their ability and paid according to their skill and performance.' 


This is the open shop. 
Which symbolizes the spirit of true Americanism? 
The open shop, because it encourages every man to use his best efforts 


in the pursuit of happiness, in the development of his genius, and in provid- 
ino- comfortably for his family. In the open shop the workman also has 
unrestricted individual liberty: He may develop his Americanism without, 
hindrance and without restriction. 


In which shop is tha workman best paid? 
The industrial history of the United States proves conclusively the 


open shops of the country set the paffe for the highest standard of wages, 
the most ideal conditions of employment, and the most advanced programs 
for the welfare of the workers. 


What has been the effect of the closed shop on industrial communities^ 


as'a whole? 


It has driven many an industry out of those communities because in- 


dustry cannot always survive the demands of the closed shop. 


Wrho is responsible for the extreme demands of the closed shop—in- 


cluding the frequent breaking of contracts with employers—the rank and 
file of the membership?

Only share- 
holders will be entitled to purchase 
supplies at cost. 
In the case, of a 


person leaving the employ of the 
university, his share will be bought 
up at par by the association and of- 
fered to his successor.
